Declares More 
Docking Space 
_ I[s Wanted Here 


Lack of dock facilities at Rich- 
mond harbor is costing the city 
thousands of dollars in desirable 
business and adding considerably to 
the cost of manufacturing }ndustries 
shipping in raw materials by water, 
according to Guy W, Wolf, secretary 
of the Chamber of Commerce, who 
issued a statement yesterday call-

ing attention to the inadequacy of 
the municipal wharf, to care for 
even present demands. 


The Steamer St. Olivia, carrying 
1500 tons of moulding sand* for the 
Pacific Sanitary Manufacturing com- 
pany, was refused docking space af 
the wharf yesterday morning, be- 
cause the one available berth was 
occupied by another vessel. The 
sand Will be unloaded in San Fran- 
cisco’ and at an additional cost of 
$600, will be brought to Richmond, 
according to Wolf. 

“But even if the wharf had been 
clear today we cbuld not have hand- 
led the sand for the Sanitary be- 
cause we have not enough track on 
the dock. The shipload of sand 
amounted to 38 carloads; our pre- 
sent ship side track holds only six 
cars at a time. To handle the ship- 
“load of sand would require that the 
Santa Fe switch every two hours, 
which they will not do.” 

Wolf also mentioned the instance 
of the “Alaska” which was delayed 
in docking for 24 hours, at an ex- 
pense of $2000 last week, while 
waiting for a cargo of oil. Another 
vessel was at the pier at the time. 
“This,” said Wolf, “is another in- 
stance when Richmond harbor could 


not serve her own. industries.”
